Magnetic Telegraph, 
In Document No. 78 0f the Annual Report of 
the Commissioner of Patents, we find a very in- 
teresting paper from Professor Morse in relation 
tothe Magnetic Telegraph. He'shows that at 
comparatively little expense a complete system 
of telegraphic communication can be estab- 
lished throughout the Union, of incomparably 
greater capabilities than the ordinary visual 
system of Europe. 
The Semiphore Telegraph between London 
and Portsmouth, 72 miles in length, is frequent- 
ly unavailable. The hours appointed for the 
transmission of intelligence, throughout the 
year, are—from the Ist of October to the 28th 
of February, from 10 o’clock A. M., to 3 P. M— 
5 hours; and from the Ist of March to the 30th 
of September, from 10 A. M. to 5 P. M.—7 
hours. But, according to a return made to Par- 
liament, it seems that the telegraph, owing to 
the weather, was entirely useless for 323 days, 
or nearly one year, out ofthree years. This tele- 
graph is maintained at an expense of $15,118 
per annum. # 
The French system is represented as more 
extensive and better contrived than that of any 
other nation. It consists of five great lines, 
extending from the capital to the extremities 
of the kingdom: 


From Paris to Calais, . : 152 miles.

“ Paris to Toulon, - - -317 * 
“ Paris to Bayonne, - - 425.4

The cost of erection Mr. Morse estimates at 
$456,720. The French system like the Eng- 
lish, is very frequently unavailable. 
The cost of erecting Morse’s Telegraph 1474 
miles, would be $618,514—but, not only one 
line, but six might be constructed at this cost 
—so that allowing the French telegraph to be 
just as efficient, the former would afford six 
times the facilities at not one third more ex- 
pense. But, tho efficiency of all the European 
telegraphs depends upon the weather, while the 
American telegraph is available at all times, at 
every hour of the day and night, no matter 
what the weather. 
The other advantages statedare the following. 
The French Telegraph, requires stations at 
about the distance of three miles apart, its 
present system having 519 stations. . The Mag- 
netic Telegraph does not require stations at 
shorter intervals than 100 miles. 

The Magnetic Telegraph is maintained at less 
expense, and communicatesa hundred fald more 
intelligence in the same time. 


It is capable by a tariff of charges for the 
transmission of intelligence, not only of defray- 
ing all its expenses, but, if desired, of producing 
a revenue; while the European systems are al- 
waysa burden on the treasuries. of their re- 
spective countries, 

Our readers are perhaps aware that the Gov- 
ernment has improved upon the hintin the last 
paragraph, by making the telegraphic line be- 
tween Washington and Baltimore a part of the 
Post Office system. Mr, Morse has been ap- 
pointed superintendent, at a salary of $2000 a 
year, with suitable assistants, The offices for 
the transmission of intelligence are tobe kept 
open from 8 oglock in the morning till 10 A. 
M.; from 1 P.M. till 3 P. M.; and 5 till 7 P. 
M.,each day, Sundays excepted. One qwarter 
of a cent is paid by the applicant, in advance, 
for every telegraphic character. The despatch 
being received at the office to which it is sent, 
is to be translated immediately in a fair hand- 
writing, carefully enveloped and sealed, and 
placed in the hands ‘of the penny-post for deliv- 
ery, who shall be entitled to the same compen- 
sation as for the delivery of letters transmitted 
by mail. The officers in no case are allowed 
to communicate toor permit to be seen, by any

Mr. Morse remarks, “when all that transpires 
of public interest at New Orleans, St. Louia, 
Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, Buffalo, Utica, Albany, 
Portland, Portsmouth, Boston, New York, Phil- 
adelphia, Baltimore, Washington, Norfolk, 
Richmond, Charleston, Savannah, and at.al] de- 
sired intermediate points, shall be simultaneaus- 
ly known in cach and all these places together 
—when all the agents of the government in ev- 
ery part of the country are in instantaneous 
communication with head quarters--when the 
seyeral departments can at once learn theactual 
existing condition of their remotest agencies, 
and transmit at the moment their necessary 
orders to meet any exigency+then will some 
estimate be formed ‘both of the power and ad- 
vantages of the magnetic telegraph.” | __ 

There is little doubt that this jnvention is 





destined to produce great results. We notice 
that H. H. O'Callaghan, proprietor of the N. O. 
Crescent City, has just closed a contract with 
Professor Morse, for the» construction of the 
telegraph from Washington to New Orleans.— 
Private enterprise will stimulate private enter- 
prise. The almost infinite advantages secured 
by individuals by such contracts, will compel 
other individuals to adopt a similar policy, so. 
that in a few years, we may expect to see a net 
work of telegraphs spread over the country. 





The Amistad Case--Mr, Thomasson? 

Mr. Thomasson, one of the famous committee 
that reported in favor of the robber.claims of 
Ruiz and Montes, the two Spanish slave-traders, 
and vituperated the Supreme Court, publishes" 
a card in the Louisville Journal, in which he de- 
nies all knowledge of the falsification of dates 
in that report. He says he “voted for the adop- 
tion-of the report, gnd doubtless. a, 
leave to have it printed;” and in the closing 
paragraph of his communication - states as-fol- 
lows: i 1% 

“The Hon. C. J. Ingersoll, Chairman of the | 
committee, prepared the réport, and, not having 
an opportunity to examine it now, I am unpre- 
pared to say whether or not all his reasonings 
are approved, but his conclusions are, if sus- 
tained by facts.” 

This is a remarkable passage.” *Did Mr. 
Thomasson examine the report before he voted 
upon it? If so, did he approve of it, and did 
he believe the conclusions sustained by facts? 
¥f so, he must have a remarkably ‘short memo- 
ry, if he cannot remember it. The truth in all 
probability is—that Mr. Thomasson never ex- 
amined the report, but, it was in favor of slave- 
ry and slave-trading claims, and that was prima 
facia evidence to him, that it was all right. 

Mr. Thomasson volunteers an opinion upona 
contingency. If, he says, the negroes of the 
Amistad were slaves, according to the laws of 
Spain, and the subjects of Spain were depri- 
ved of their property by an incorrect decision, 
of our courts, then is the government bound to 
make remuneration. Suppose the negroes had 
been slaves according to the laws of Spain, the 
case would have stood thus: On the high seas, 
the oppressed rose against their oppressors, as 
this country roseagainst Great Britain—achiev- 
ed their liberties, and spared the lives of their 
enslavers. No vessel of any nation would have 
had any right to interfere with them, to reduce 
them again to bondage. If Lieutenant Ged- 
ney had attempted it, what authority could he 
have produced? If Lieutenant Gedney had 
brought them into a port of the United 
States, caused them to be placed under ar- 
rest, and brought before our Courts, the Courts 
would have had no more jurisdiction of the 
case, than of a suit against the man in the 
moon: and the officer himself would have been 
a most impertinent trespasser. Our Govern- 
ment was not constituted for the purpose of 
fighting the battles of Spanish slaveholders and 
slave-traders against their slaves. 

Circumstances alter Cases, 

Freedom respects Law; Slavery tramples 
Law under foot. Freedom uses Sheriffs; Slave- 
ry, clubs and pistols. Freedom submits; Slave- 
ry commands, 

Nearly three years ago,a gang of ruffians 
broke into the house of a colored man in Cler- 
mont county, bound him hand and foot, seized 
his wife and children, and bore them off from 
the husband and father, to Kentucky. Pursuit 
was immediately given, but it was in vain.— 
The woman had been living for a long time in 
Ohio, and all her children thus kidnapped, were 
born in this State. The sympathies of the 
community in this region were greatly ex- 
cited. Thomas Corwin interested himself deep- 
ly inthe case. Citizens of Clermont, without 
distinction of party, held a meeting on the sub- 
ject. Mr. Fee, an old citizen, not an abolition- 
ist, was despatched after the kidnappers, found 
them in Missouri, and made strenuous but un- 
successful efforts to recover the poor woman 
and her children.- After a little while, the af- 
fair was forgotten, except by the heart-broken 
husband, and no one seemed to think it deserv- 
ing of-further notice. 

The latest intelligence we have of the case 
is the following from the St. Louis Republican 
of April 8th. We call attention to the style 
and spirit of the paragraph. 

“Kipnaprinc Necroges.—Quite an excitement 
prevailed a short time ago in Platte county in 
this State. As the affair is stated, it is about 
this: An individual in Maryland willed a par- 
cel of negroes to certain persons for life, with 
the remainder to other persons. Those holding 
the life estate removed to Ohio, and took the 
slaves with them without the knawledge or 
consent of those owning the reversionary in- 
terest. ‘The persons having the reversionary 
interest, after the death of the persons holding 
the life estate, went to Ohio and brought away 
the slaves to this State. A Mr. Moore and Mr. 
Middleton, citizens of Platte, and interested in 
the slaves, were indicted for kidnapping the 
negroes, and a requisition made by the Governor 
of Ohio upon the Governor of this State. A 
writ was issued and they were apprehended, 
and upon a writ of habeas corpus t ey were re- 
leased. The Weston Journal advises Mr. Fee, 
who accompanies the Deputy Marshal from 
Ohio, to leave suddenly, or perchance he may 
geta coat of tar and feathers, or something 
worse.” ; 

This is respect for decency, for hospitali- 
ty, for the Sovéreignty of Ohio; this is the re- 
gard for human rights, which is the proper off- 
spring of the slayehelding spirit. 

As contrasting. With this case, read the fol- 
lowing, from the Louisville Journal. 

“There was considerable of an Abolition 
fracas at Madison, Indiana, yesterday morning. 
The circumstanees, we learn from the clerk .of 
the Importer, are these: Sometime sinee, a free 
mulatta stole several negroes from Harradaburg, 
in this State, and carried them to Indiana. On 
a demand from the Governor of this State upon 
the Governor.of Indiana to deliver the kidnap- 
per to the authorities of Kentucky, Gov. Whit- 
comb issued a warrant for his arrest. He was 
accordingly arrested by the sheriff of Jefferson 
county, Indiana, and delivered to Mr. Black- 
stone, an officer from this State, who took him 
on board the Importer yesterday morning, at 
Madison, for the purpose of bringing him here. 
While the Importer was lying at that place 
the Abolitionists managed to have a writ of 
haheag corpus*issued to bring him before a court. 
The sheriff sent three of his deputies on board 
with the writ, who were about breaking the 
door of the state-room open, which Mr. Black- 
stone and the negro occupied, when the captain 
of the boat told them not to doit, Mr. Black- 
stone then opened the door, holding a loaded 
pistol in each hand, and told the deputies that 
if they wanted to take the prisoner, they must 
take him over his dead body.

Convention of Methodist Episcopal

To-day assembles at Louisville,a Convention 
of the preachers of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in the Slave States. The object is, to 
deliberate on the cours: proper to be pursued 
by the Slave State Conferences of that Chureh, 
in view of the action of the last General Con- 
ference, in virtually prohibiting the exercise of 
episcopal functions by Bishop Andrew, in con- 
sequence of his holding slaves. What may be 
the result of the Convention, it is diffieult-to 
predict; but there can be no doubt that the de- 
sign of the prime movers of the scheme is a 
total disruption of the Church. We presume 
Messrs. Winans, Pearee, Early and Smith, 
will be the leading spirits—and it isno want 
of charity to say of these men, that their 
habits and spirit better qualify them for polit- 
icg] strife, than the Prosching. of the Corral of 


_We perceive that atone has already been 
directed to this Convention in such a way as 
to invest its members with a little more conse- 
quence than they havea right toclaim. A 
writer in the Louisville Journal says: . 

“But in view of the wide-spread influences o 
that ‘Church in every State, county and neigh- 
borhood, in this vast Government ; considering 
that heretofore the citizen; dwelling upon’ the 
most distant shore of the Atlantic, or upon the 
confines of the lakes in the far North, being » 
member of that church, was in faith, hope, and 
charity, form. of worship and government, from 
the days of Wesley, Coke, and Asberry till 
now, entirely one, and thoroughly identified 
with the Methodists of each and every State, 
county, and neighborhood of the American 
Union; and especially when we. take into con- 
sideration the fretful excitement of the inhabi- 
tants generally of the slaveholding States, on 
the slave question, making it, in almost every 
important Nationa] matter, the paramount in- 
terest, constantly threatening to maintain it, 
even at the hazard of the union of the States 
and of the Republic, we are led to inquire,with 
much solicitude, into the political consequen- 
ces likely to result from the doings of the con- 
vention alluded to, and, as citizens and friends 
of the American Union, ask to. be more partic- 
ularly informed as to the objects and designs of 
that body, when convened, 

“While, therefore, we would bespeak for its 
members the most cordial reception and hospit- 
able entertainment by our citizens, during its 
session, we ask of them the most wise, discrcet, 
and patriotic reflection and deliberation before 
any action is taken, involving interests so im- 
portant and so universal.” 

Appended to this is a singular correspon- 
dence, between Dr. W. A, Booth, of Tennessee, 
a preacher, we presume in the M. E. Church, 
and Henry Clay, respecting the political bear- 
ings of this ecclesiastical controversy. As it 
is rather a curious chapter in the history of the 
times, we give the whole of it, 

From the Sommerville (Tennessee) Reporter. 
SomMERVILLE, April, 1845. 

Messrs. Editors: It is known to those acquainted 
with the part I have acted in the controversy now 
agitating the Methodist Church, that the main 
ground of my opposition to its division was its 
ten ency to produce a dissolution of the Union. 

I have argued this point in an article devoted ex- 
clusively 1o its consideration. 1 determined, 
however, prevjous to the publication of this arti- 
cle, to procure the opinions of the leaders of the 
two great political parties. To this end I ad- 
dressed Mr. Polk and Mr. Clay the following que- 
ries. 

“Will the division of the Methodist Episcopal 
church into two seperate organization :, (slavery 
being the cause of division and the dividing line,) 
be likely to affect the civil connection between the 
slave and the non-slaveholding States? 

“Tf so, will it strengthen or weaken the bonds of 
their Union? 

M. Polk has not answered me, but it will be seen 
by the perusal of the following letter, that my 
views are endorsed by the great name of Henry 
Clay. Will Methodist ministers, or Southern 
Methodist editors, call the sage of Ashland ‘too 
young?” Respectfully,

AsuLanp, April 7, 1845. 

Dear Sir: Our mutual friend, Mr. Mitchell, of 
Frankfort. delivered to me the day before yester- 
day your letter, with several publications under 
your name, in regard to the unfortunate contro- 
versy which has arisen in the Methodist Episcopa! 
church of the United States, all of which I have at- 
tentively perused. You desiré an expression of my 
— on certain inquiries communicated in your 
etter. 

T have long entertained for that “church senti- 
ments of profound esteem and regard, and I have 
the happiness of numbering, among its members, 
some of the best friends I have in the world. I 
will add, with great truth, that | have witnessed, 
with much satisfaction, the flourishing condition 
of the church, and the good sense and wisdom 
which have generally characterized the administra- 
tion of its affairs, as fir as [-havo observed it. 

It was thévefore with the deepest regret that I 
heard, in the course of the past year, of the danger 
of adivision of the church, in consequence of a 
difference of opinion existing on the delicate and 
unhappy subject of slavery. A division, for such 
a cause, would be an event greatly to be deplored 
both on account of the church itself and its politi- 
cal tendency. Indeedy ly any public ocour- 
rence has happened, for a long time, that gave me 
so much real concern gpd pain as the menaced sep- 
aration of the church, by a line, throwing all the 
free States on one side, and all the slave States on 
the other. 

I will not:say that. such a separation would ne- 
cessarily produce a dissolution of the political yn- 
ion of these States; but the example would be 
fraught with imminent danger, and, in co-opera- 
tion with athor causes unfortunately existing, its 
tendency on the stability of the confederacy would 
be perilous and alarming. 

Entertaining these views, it would afford me 
the highest satisfaction to hear of an adjustment of 
the contraversy, a recancillatian betwee ppo- 
sing parties in the church, and the presefjtion of 


its unity. 
I limit myself to the political aspect # the sub- 


ject without expressing any ¢ mn.on either of the 
plans of compromise and “amen which have 
been published, which I could hot'do without ex- 
posing myself to improper imputations. 

With fervent hopes and wishes that some ar- 
rangement of the difficulty may be devised and 
agreed upon, which shall preserve the church in 
union and harmony,

We cannot help feeling that there is some- 
thing ridicnJous in all this. What good is to 
result from this commingling of church 
and statesmen? from this attempt to fasten t 
Methodist Episcopal Church on to the State, as 
a kind of wholesome political check or balance? 
Why are politicians, with no pretensions to re- 
ligion, no associations with any church, unfa- 
miliar with religious controversies, unpractised 
in great moral questions, disqualified by the 
habit of expediency, and disregard of nice moral 
Obligation, contracted in political life, to’ be 
called ypon to pronounce any judgment what- 
soever upon any aspect of a controversy, purely 
moraland ecclesiastical in its nature? 

The inquiry of Dr. Booth, we regard as rath- 
er impertinent; and had Mr. Clay declined any 
further notice of it than to say, that it was a 
strife, which the church must settle for itself, 
without asking aid frem_ politicians, it would 
have been all that could be demanded of him. 

And here we would. remark, that religious 
people are in a fair way to discredit themselves’ 
and the religion whose interests they would ad- 
vance, by ineansiderate attempts to subsidize 
men of the world, and enlist them, per force, in 
the “Holy War,” as John Bunyan would term 
it. For the life of ys, we cannot understand 
what good is to be effeoted, by making Messrs. 
Webster and Clay Life, Members of Sabbath 
Associations, and Home Missionary Societies. 
If they fecl an interest in such matters, they 
should be left to manifest their interest, volun- 
tarily. A freewill offering, or none, is the de- 
mand of Christianity, It frowns upon all trick- 
ery or coercion. It has no need of illustrious

the subject. We have the advantage of himin 
this tAspect. While we oppose all restrictions 
ealewlated to limit the foreign demand for 
a. by no meuns disregard the advan. 
tagces@f'2 Home Market. The Chronicle, on 
the other hand, totally undervaluesthe Foreign 
Market, and strives to make the farmer believe 
that fiissole interest lics in Home consumption. 
Before noticing any of the arguments of the 
Chroniéle, we must beg leave to correct its sta- 
6. “Out of, twenty-six States,” says that 
seven raise a surplus pf wheat, viz: 
Pennsylvania, and, Virginia, Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Illinois and Michigan. Three States just 
about hold their own, perhaps a little more, viz: 
New-York, Tennessee and Kentucky. The re- 
maining sixteen States do not raise any thing 
like enough for their own consumption.” 
We know not on what authority the Chroni- 
cle makes these statements; but, if the census, 
and Mr. Elisworth’s estimate of crops for 1844, 
are to be relied upon, they are far from being 
correct. ' For example: Pennsylvania and Illi- 
nois, so fhr from raising a surplus, do not raise 
enough fr their own consumption; the defici- 
ency in the wheat crop of the former, being 
1,063,760 bushels; in the latter, 1,208,854! The 
surplus in Maryland is only 750,000 bushels; 
and in Indiana, but 209,950, New-York, which 
the Chronicle sets down as holding its own, or 
perhaps a little more, is deficient 1,311,916 
bushels, and in 1840, the deficiency was still 
reater. Tennessce, which is classed with 
New-York, raises in fact a large surplus—no 
less than 3,000,000 bushels! Of the “ sixteen 
States” which “do not raise any thing like 
enough for their own consumption,” Arkansas 
yields a larger surplus, in proportion ‘te its popu- 
lation, than any other State—it being, 1,571,- 
009 bushels; and the two Carolinas grow almost, 
if not quite enough for their own consumption. 
Any person may verify these statements by 
referring to the census, and to the report of the 
Commissioner of Patents. * 
We mention these things to show, that the 
statistics on which the Chronicle reffes, gre ex- 
tremely uncertain data on which to construct 
a system of national policy. The truth is, it 
isa very difficult matter by the aid of mere 
figures to arrive at accurate results on this sub- 
ject In 1840, the amount of wheat raised, ac- 
cording to the census, was 91,542,957 bushels. 
The consumption, allowing six bushels to every 
free person, must have amounted to 87,600,000 
—leaving only four millions for exportation.— 
And yet, official documents show, that the 
value of wheat and flour exported during the 
year ending 30th September, 1840, was $11,- 
779,098!! Where did all this wheat and flour 
come from, if our whole crop amounted to but 
ninety-one millions of bushels? 
Again: Mr. Ellsworth estimates the erop of 
1844, at 95,607,000 Lushels; and the population 
at 19,552,186, Say that seventeen millions are 
consumers of wheat, and allow six bushels for 
each person, and the amount of consumption 
will be, 102,000,000—leaving,a deficit of nearly 
six millions and a half! Now, we venture the 
prediction, that the exportation of wheat and 
flour this year, will at lcast reach the average 
export! 
We must now briefly refer to other statistics 
of the Chronicle. The price of wheat, it says, 
between 1820 and 1830, was 40 cents a bushel 
in Ohio,—for the last eight or ten years, it has 
averaged 75 cents. This rise it attributes to 
two causes alone—the great increase of north- 
ern manufacturers, and the opening of the in- 
terior countics of the State, by roads and ca- 
nals, to these manufacturers and to the plant- 
ers. The northern manufacturers havebeen in- 
creasing rapidly since 1840, andthe means of 
aocess to the interior, have never 1 so abun- 
dant as during the last four yedrs. Atnd yet, 
what are the facts? The price of wheat, on 
the whole, has been falling off during this pe- 
riod. The Chronicle says that for the last 
eight or ten years, it has avcragod 75 cents a 
bushel. Be itso, For the last four years, it 
has averaged only 674 cents a bushel, and du- 
ring the six months ending July let, 1844, its 
standard price was only 60 cents, How could 
this happen, if the ingycase of the price of 
wheat was exgetly regulatcd by the great 
ineroase of Northern manufacturers, and the 
facilities for access to the intcrior of our State? | 









The truth is, the advocates of a one-sided: 
policy, are always one-sided in their caloula- 
tions, ‘T'h®*inerease of manufacturers at the 
North, and the probable diminution of wheat- 
groweys there, may have had some influence in 
the change of price. The opening of roads and 
canals has doubtless exerted great influence; 
but, not so much by granting eaay access to the 
planter of the South, and manufacturer of New 
England, as by inviting immigration, and stim- 
ulating internal trade. The price of wheat be- 
tween 1830.and 1840 was low, in Ohio, not only 
e. theye were fewer manufacturers and 
‘not only because these had not so 
to our interior; but, becausem@ar 
lation was: tess jn proportion t& the 
wheat-product, beeause we had fewer facilities 
ife¥ communicating with each other, and be: 
no changes had at that time been mad 
in*the British tariff, stimulating the export o 
wheat from Canada, and indirectly helping to 
raise its price in Ohio. 
_As we have seen, the average price of wheat 
for the last four years, is 74 cents less, thin its 
average price for the last eight or ten yeats.— 
If, notwithstanding the flourishing condigion 
of manufacturers at the North, and the steady 
increase of planting at the South, wheat has al- 
ready begun steadily to fall in price, in Ohio— 
how is the Chronicle going to raise its price by 
confining it to the Home Market? ‘The question 
‘is still more important, when it is considered, 
that Iowa and Wisconsin and Michigan, and 
Northern Indiana and Illinois have scarcely yet 
begun to develop their productive powers. Al- 
ready the two rich territories just named, 
produce nearly half a million more bushels of 
wheat than they can consume, What is to be 
done; when their capacities are taxed to the ut- 
most? Isthere to bean indefinite increase of 
the “babios and appetites” of the 175,000 manu- 
facturers of New England, so that the enormous 
surplus of grain is to be clean swallowed down 
by them, husks and all?) The Chronicle must 
have huge ideas of their fecundity and stom- 
achic capacities! call i 
The Chronicle quotes the following passage 
from our article, as the “quintessence of the’ 
scheme,” by which a’ Foreign market is to be 
secured. | 

“It is forgotten that the demand in Britain, 
with the tariff removed, would go on increasing 
indefinitely—that the grain-raising districts of 
the north of Europe are limited in their power 
of production—that ourown wheat-growing re- 
gion knows no limit.”

With appetites immeasurable, “with their inno- 
cent mouths wideopen for a loaf of American 
bread.” We do not like to spoil any one’s sport, 
especially the sport of an editor, who, if any 
body, has a perfect right to solace himself occa- 
sionally witha joke: but the truth is,in this éase, 
the laugh of our neighbor, like his philosophy, 
is not exactly perfinent. We said the demand 
in Great Britain, with the tariff removed, would 
go on increasing’ indefinitely—not infinitely— 
And why not? Where will the Chronicle put 
a limit to population? Does he think the Eng- 
lish people are to become Malthusians? In.1770, 
the population of England and ‘Wales“was 
7,227,586; in 1841, it was 16,071,757—increase 
122 per cent. in 71 years, nearly the same. rate 
of increase as that of the population of New 
England. It is still increasing, and because no 
limit ean be set to it, the increase-will be inde- 
nite. Nowethe point of the «utmosteprody 
tion of wheat in England has been 1 
ed: what then isto become of the increasing 
population? Is it not strictly true, to say that 
the increase of demand, growing out of the 
wants of a population increasing indefinitely, 
will be indefinite? 
By far the largest proportion of the growth 
of population during the last seventy-one years 
has taken place in the manufacturing and com- 
mercial districts. This shows to what Great 
Britain must look to support that indefinite ar- 
my of “babies”:whiech fills the imagination of 
the Chronicle, Now, what is the true policy of 
that nation? To undertake to restrict a con- 
tinually augmenting population to a limited 
supply of grain? To protect the Agricultural 
Interest, which cannot provide for the necessi- 
ties of the whole increase of the people, at the 
expense of the Commercial and Manufacturing 
interests, which alone can furnish the requisite 
support? Were the ports of Britain opened to 
the wheat of the UnitedStates, bread would be 
cheapened—of course, manufacturing enter- 
prise would be quickened and extended—not 
only by the reduction in the price of the neces- 
saries of life, but by the augmented demand for 
manufactures, in the countries supplying the 
foreign grain, which would then buy freely, 
beoause they would be permitted to pay in that 
which they could best spare.

The disproportion, so far as the nnmber of 
persons engaged in agriculture in the two coun- 
tries is concerned, must go on increasing.— 
The agricultural regions in the United States 
are unlimited—no imagination can now com- 
pute their productiveness. It is evidently our 
interest, not only to encourage domestic manu- 
factures, not only the workshop in New Eng- 
land, but the workshop of Old England.— 
The manufacturing population of this country 
is not and will not be, large enough to stimu- 
late its agricultural capacities. A few con- 
siderations will satisfy any thinking mind on 
this point, 
The population of New England in 1800 
was 1,233,315; in 1840, 2,234,822, Increase 
per cent. for this period, 81. The following is 
the per cent. increase during each decennial pe- 
riod, from 1800 to 1840:

The fair calculation is, that the increase 
for the next 40 years will not be more than 75 
per cent.; for, during that period, the settle- 
ment of the new States, Iowa, Wisconsin, Da- 
cotah, Nebraska, &c., will keep up a constant 
tido of emigration from the older States. How- 
ever, we will estimate the population of New 
England in 1880 at four millions, which would 
require a rate per cent. increase, somewhat 
higher. According to the census of 1840, about 
175,000 persons were employed in manufac- 
tures in that section. The proportion for 1880 
may be set down at four hundred thousand. 
From 1800 to 1840, the growth of population 
in tho Western free States was at the rate of 
5,807 per cent.; 1820 to 1830, 88 per cent.; from 
1830 to 1840, 101} per cent. Iowaand Wiscon- 
sin are justopened. Nebraska and Dacotah 
soon will be. Indiana and Illinois for the next 
twenty years, and probably Michigan also, will 
maintain the same rate of increase; so that 
until 1860, we may calculate on the rate of 
increase for the West, during each decennial 
period, at 100 per cent. After that, it may fall 
to 80, and in the ten years closing with 1880, 
to 70 per cent, The population then will be

In Ohio, Michigan, Indiana and Illinois, the 
proportion of those engaged in manufactures 
in 1840, was about one in six. In 1880, of the 
the thirty-five millions who shall then inha- 
bit these States, Iowa, Wisconsin, and the ter- 
ritory adjoining, the proportion will scarcely 
be more than one to five. The great bulk of the 
people will be agricultural. Take this fact in 
connection with the genial climate, the fertile 
soil, and facilities for cultivation and inter- 
communication, and A ae not feel your im- 
agination paralyzed in the attempt to calculate 
the immensity of their surplus products? And 
are these products to find equivalents in the 
wares of four millions of people, @r rather four 
hundred thousand manufacturers in New Eng- 
land? Why, there will afot ORK Se enough to 
keep manufacturing industry in this country on 
a stretch, but to quicken the looms of Great 
Britain. ci 

It may be said that the South will supply a 
vast market. So longas slavery shall continue, 
it will be a limited and an unsafe one. Slaves 
are meagre consumers of wheat; in the older 
slave States, the white population.isat a stand; 
slavery is always a foc to population. And 
then, on account of the waste of the system, 
and the non-producers being scarcely more 
than one-half the population, while at the 
same time they are heavy consumers, the 
‘slave States must forever afford a very unsafe 
and fluctuating market. But, when the system 
shall have given place to Free Labor, the in- 
creased demand for bread stuffs,arising from the 
multiplying population, and the growth of 
manufactures, will be supplicd to a large ex- 
tent by the States south of us, all of which, 
with'twoor three exceptions, are capable of 
growing immense quantities of wheat. Thus, 
in every aspect, it is seen, that the great want 
of these United States, is the market of the 
world. 

We are not Quixotic. The entire and uni- 
versal abolition of commercial restrictions is 
the ultimate object, to which all enlightened 
statesmen should look forward. Especiully 
should this be the policy of the United States; 
for, owing to her peculiar circumstances, she 
can with least detriment take the lead in the 
work of bringing about the general recognition 
of the Free Trade Principle. She can do this 
by reciprocating the advances of otber nations, 
by friendly responses to that spirit in England 
which has. already effected decided modifica- 





she can have any assurance at all of fuir recip- 
rocity. 

Owing, the Chronicle says, to the different 
productions and different’arts of the great 
sections of this wide'spread republic, this, in 
fact, is “the only independent country on 
earth.” If God had designed this to be an in- 
dependent country in this respect, why did he 
make it a part of Earth, and associate it with 
sister continents by friendly oceans? Itis a 
visionary idea. Mutual dependence is the 
great law of the human family.

‘The different 
climates, the different productions of the vari- 
ous parts of the Earth, its continents and is- 
lands, together with the rivers, lakes, scas and 
oceans which unite them, plainly indicate that, 
though the human race was dispersed, so that it 
might fill and cultivate all lands, it yet was to 
be. made one, by mutual dependence, and the 
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reciprocity of good offices,

It is not wonderful that it has 
passed to a second edition: a more useful book 
to all classes of immigrants to the West, wheth- 
er from Eastern States, or from Europe, could 
hardly be prepared. In addition to other mat- 
ters, it contains the Constitution of the United 
States, and the Naturalization and Pre-emption 
Laws, with a miscellany of 120 pages append- 
ed, embracing a vast variety of practical rules 
and suggestions. 

In connection with our recent articles on 
wheat and its market, the following extract 
from the work may be of some interest : 

“It may be gratifying to some to compare the 
transportation of flour, &c., from Poland (one 
of the greatest grain-growing districts) and 
from the United States to England. 

“From Poland to Dantzic, the grain is chiefly 
brought from the interior in flat boats of the 
rudest construction, similar to those in use on 
the Western waters of the United States, at an 
expense of 25 cents a bushel, open to the weath- 
er, &c. During the voyage the wheat sprouts, 
and forms a thick must‘or covering for the bulk. 
On reaching Dantzic, the boat is broken up and 
sold, the wheat taken out and dried in the fields, 
then stored in the warehouses at an expense of 
six cents per bushel. From Dantzic to Eng- 
land, the freight &c., not including the duty, is 
eight pence—equal to about fifteen cents per 
bushel; making in all about 46 cents per bushel. 
“From Illinois to Liverpool, the whole freight 
would be 14s. per quarter, or 1s. 9d.—equal to 
38 cents per bushel; being about eight cents in 
favor of Illinois. There are costs and charges 
also, in both cases, which cannot probably be in 
favor of our export. 

“In this connection, it may be interesting to 
compare a detailed estimate of the export of 
wheat from I}linois to England, both by New 
Orleans and Canada. 

“‘Jllinois wheat, via. New Orleans to Liverpool. 
Wheat, 4} bushels at 50c. is $2.37 
Grinding and barreling (with offal) 
Freight to N. Orleans, 62 
Freight to Liverpool,

Wheat is little less than 90 cents. Charges 
would be alike in both cases. 

“Viow the matter in another point of light. 
Suppose we carry our grain or flour though 
Canada, and pay, after the 5th July, 3s. on an 
imperial quarter, viz: eight bushels, which is 
about 8! cents per bushel. - Foreign wheat 
would have to pay at the present sliding rule, 
60 cents per bushel. Could they compete with 
us? 
“We therefore could succeed with the great- 
est competition; but that competition can sup- 
ply one and a half millions of bushels; less 
than the surplus some of the smaller States of 
this Union produce; and indeed, all Europe 
could not supply England with more than 
eighteen millions bushels, under the most fa- 
vorable. circumstances—about three-fourths as 
much as the State of Ohio now furnishes.* © It 
may be remembered, too, that the crops of the 
continent are far more precarious than those of 
the United States, and hence the Continental 
Governments find it necessary, and are careful 
to reserve large granaries, to guard against 
such a misfortune asa failure of the usual har- 
vest. Exportation thence is also forbidden in 
certain cases, but in the United States no such 
prohibition exists ” 


In addition to all this, it should be remem- 
bered, that the policy of England has driven 
the nations of Northern Europe to the estab- 
lishment of manufactories, so that the home- 
market for wheat there is increasing: that with 
the rapid increase of population in the West 
and Northwest, Labor is becoming cheaper, and 
agricultural science better understood: and 
that the multiplication of rail roads and canals 
will necessarily reduce the price of freight.

What tooof the two anda 
half millions of slaves in her borders, viewed in 
connection with her defenceless coast, the yi- 
cinity of the emancipated freemen of the West 
Indies, and the tremendous steam navy of 
Great Britain? Isa national debt a national 
blessing? Is this the creed of the Democracy? 
Would a hundred millions, two hundred mil- 
lions cover the expenses of such a war? Is it 
desirable to increase the power of the National 
Government,and weaken the importance of the 
States? The world has had peace for a longer 
period since the war of 1812, than for the last 
three centuries. Who is willing to incur the 
responsibility of breaking it up? Is it not time 
for these papers that are striving to arouse the 
most violent popular feeling, to ask themselves 
what they are about? The two Governments 
will have trouble enough to settle matters ami- 
cably, without driving them before the wind of 
popular clamor.

TheSynod of Kentucky lately adopted reso- 
lutions recommending that some plan be adopt- 
ed for extending the Gospel to the slaves.

the introduction of slaves from Maryland and 
Virginia, by traffic, will be strictly prohibited. 
The reasons assigned are, that “if Maryland 
and Virginia are permitted to pour their sur- 
plus slave population upon the States further 
South, very soon public opinion in the former 
will begin to assume the type of negro philan- 
thropy, which prevails further north, and two 
powerful States will be changed from friends 
and co-defenders of this institution, into its 
opponents”—and that, the price of slaves will 
be greatly reduced by the free introduction of 
those raised in the Northern States. It is 
horrible to see with what sordid selfishness this 
infamous domestic slave-trade, is regarded by 
the slave-holders. 

We were hoping that the gradual immigra- 
tion of farmers from the free States into Vir- 
ginia, and the exemplification of the advantages 
of Free Labor thus afforded to the planters, 
might prevent that State at least from being 


view of the general crusadein progress against 
slavery, warmly advocates the passage ofa law, 
exempting slaves from seizure and sale, for 
debts, hereafter contracted. Such a provision, 
he thinks, would be beneficial to both master 
and slave—at once securing the comfort, and 
enhancing the value, of the latter. 

Mr. Bruce, a native of Kentucky, but for 
seven years past a resident of Missouri, has 
lately invented a Hemp-brake, which may be 
productive of vastly important consequences. 
A correspondent of the Frankfort Common- 
wealth says, “Of thirty different machines for 
breaking hemp, that I have seen, this is the 
only one worth a cent.” It is stated that one 
hand, by the aid of this machine, can break 
300 Ibs. of hemp per day. Now, let the pro- 
cess of dew-rotting come into general use, and 
we may witness in the cultivation of this sta- 
ple, a revolution similar to that which the gin 
produced in the culture of cotton.

speak from personal observation “as to the fa- 
vorable appearance of the growing wheat,” in 
Warren county.
